I  li.ive  t  o  I  I  ft  ted  everytiiiii^  t  rum  rare  coins  i<>  ci^aret  lighters  aiui, 
lor  tlie  past  seven  years,  one  ounce  silver  rounils  ami  silver  coin  club 
issues.  1  menti«jn  these  because  I  probably  collect  lor  the  same  reason^? 
that  others  collect.  Soaie  reasons  for  collecting  might  be  as  follows: 

We  like  to  possess  rare  or  scarce  I  terns  or  things  that  catch  our  fancy. 
We  get  a  feeling  of  accomplishment  when  we  complete  a  series.  There  is 
the  enjoyment  in  finding  a  long  sought-after  piece.  There  is  anticip¬ 
ation  in  finding  these  little  treasures  at  a  coin  or  collectibles  sIjow. 
We  like  to  share  our  collecting  pursuits  with  other  collectors  and 
sometimes  develop  friendships  in  the  process. 

There  are  those  who  collect  things  that  have  appreciation  possib¬ 
ilities--  they  can  be  called  investors.  There  is  some  of  this  in  most  of 
us,  1  think.  Investors,  collectors  and  col lec to r/ iijves tors  provide  a 
valuable  serv ice-- they  preserve  these  collectibles  for  future  gener¬ 
ations.  How  would  we  "affected”  collectors  ol  today  contitiue  this 
pastcime  without  those  of  yesterday.? 

I'm  sure  that  you  can  think  of  other  reasons  that  you  collect  but, 
perhaps,  only  the  psychiarists  know  for  sure.  I  have  heard  that  even 
they  collect  if  only  hundred-do  I  la r  bills. 

WHY  NOT  COLLKCT  COIN  CLUB  ROUNDS? 

Did  yoj  know  that  there  are  thousands  of  coin  cluhs  in  Che  U.S, 

Of  this  number,  a  certain  percentage  issue  medals  of  various  metals, 
usually  on  an  annual  basis.  These  medals  depict  every  theme  from  his¬ 
torical  landmarks,  noteworthy  events,  and  famous  personages  to  asthetic 
and  educational  topics,  etc.  They  range  in  theme  from  Christ  at  tlie 
last  supper  to  the  Hubble  Telescope.  Many  have  been  engraved  by  pro¬ 
fessional  sculptors  and  are  inspiring  to  look  at. 

The  silver  mintages  are  usually  limited  to  100  o*r  fewer;  some 
mintages  are  in  the  20's  making  Che  latter  difficult  to  acquire  but, 
therein  lies  the  fun  since  things  acquired  easily  usually  are  not  as 
worthwhl le. 

One  worthwhile  goal  can  be  Co  obtain  a  complete  set  of  your  own 
club's  medals  and  Chen  to  repeat  this  process  with  other  club's.  Our 
lASAC  club  has  issued  four  club  medals.  How  many  do  you  have?  The  old 
ones  are  quite  hard  to  find.  By  buying  the  Club  medals  you  are  supp- 
oiting  the  clubs. 

As  you  might  have  guessed,  there  am't  many  collectors  in  this 
area  of  collecting  except  where  club  members  collect  their  own  club's 
issues.  You  see,  the  field  is  wide  open.  One  big  advantage  in  coin 
club  medal  collecting  is  that  accurate  mintage  and  statistics  are  kept. 
This  is  not  true  for  non-club  issues.  Hree  in  California  wliere  I 
reside,  there  are  more  than  100  coin  clubs  of  which  fully  257,  Issue 
silver  medals  as  well  as  other  off-metals.  Since  limited  mintages  are 
involved,  the  appreciation  factor  is  guaranteed.  Like  other  collect¬ 
ibles,  you've  got  to  live  long  enough  to  realize  big  profits  (  if  that 
is  your  purpose).  My  chief  motive  is  the  anticipation  of  finding  as 
well  as  the  accomplishment  of  completing  a  series. 

To  sum  up.  It  seems  that  people  collect  for  beauty,  for  educaiiun- 
al  and  historical  reasons,  for  enjoyment  of  ownership,  for  antlcipatiot 
of  the  finding  and  for  the  profit  motive  so,  why  not  get  all  ol  these 
by  collecting  coin  club  rounds?  (and  the  two  bars  issued  by  our  club)
